In  1953  thirty-two  juniors  entered  school  looking 
forward  to  a  full  year  of  numerous  activities.  Among 
these  activities  were  our  skating  party,  receiving 
our  class  rings,  selling  concessions  at  ballgames 
and  the  fish  fry  which  proved  to  be  a  big  success.
